An editorial in a recent issue of The Freeman makes this 
interesting observation: ‘‘The natural story of merchandising, 
as any large retailer will tell you, is that from the moment the 
goods arrive from the factory and are unwrapped and put on the 
shelf, there is only one thing normally that can happen to the 
price, It can go down. If at the first price the goods do not 
move, or move too slowly, the price is cut; and then again and 
again until the consumer is willing to take them away. . . .The 
goods must move.” 


What we have here is a rather novel way of stating the fact 
that merchants can’t hold up the consumer even if they want to. 
People don’t buy things if they think the price is out of line. 
They postpone their purchasing, or do without, or buy a sub- 
stitute. And there’s nothing the merchant can do about it. 


the consumer’s best friend, competition, is 
always present to protect his interest. Every merchant, big or 
small, wants to do more business if he can. Every merchant 
knows that price is the biggest inducement to the bulk of con- 
sumers. So, inevitably, he sells his wares at as low a price as 
he can and still pay his bills and make a little profit. 


On top of that, 


These are economic facts of life. But they can exist only in 
a free, competitive economy. 


The Process Of Death 


Thirty years ago Woodrow Wilson, a President who was also 
a distinguished historian anda profound student of goverment, 
said: ‘The history of liberty is the history of the limitation of 
governmental power, not the increase of it. When we resist the 
concentration of power, we are resisting the process of death, 
because concentration of power is what always precedes the 
destruction of human liberties.” 


In the ensuing 30 years, we have seen concentrations of 
power in government beyond anything that Wilson could have 
conceived. Millions upon millions of people have been reduced 
to slavery. Great nations are ruled by terror. The clock of 
freedom has been turned back centuries. 


We Americans are among the relatively few peoples who are 
free. But we will not remain free unless we strongly and effect- 
ively resist the concentration of power in government—and SO, 
in Wilson’s fine phrase, resist the process of death.

It is not necessary to rely on 
Nationalist sources for confirma- 
tion of reports of guerrilla activity. 
In July, 1950,Mao himself admitted 
that resistance forces numbered 
400,000 men, 

In June, 1951, Red Premier Chou 
En-lai boasted that more than a 
million guerrillas and saboteurs 
had been killed since the Peiping 
regime was established—these in 
addition to the victims of recent 
civilian purges. Even though he 
probably was exaggerating to save 
face, his disclosure is evidence of 
the magnitude of the guerrilla 
movement, 

A few days ago Pravda blamed 
America for stirring up trouble 
among Mao’s unruly subjects, After 
the downfall of the Kuomintang, 
said the Moscow paper, ‘‘American 
intelligence began to organize 
schools for spies and diversionists 
in Japan, Taiwan (Formosa) and 
the Philippines. 

‘Spies were recruited from 
former Japanese agents, Kuomin- 
tang men and rabble expelled from 
China. These agents were entrust- 
ed with the task of setting up the 
network of spies and diversionists 
in China.”’ 

Guerrilla success is among the 
reasons for the terrible blood 
purges of non-communist civilians 
that were started last November. 
During the cease-fire negotiations, 
in order not to provoke the outside 
world by fresh horrors, Peiping has 
eased off on wholesale persecu- 
tions. But the Red dragon still 
thirsts for revenge.
